Bylaw Rejected 


| Voting on Ru-al Munici- 
pality Bylaws 


Voting on two bylaws before the 
electors of the Rural Municipality 
of Bow Valley took place on Wed- 
| nesday, one for the adoption of a 
scheme of compulsory hail insur- 
ance, subject to union with other 19 
municipalities in the formation of a 
hail insurance district, and one for 
raising the sum of $30,000 by 20- 
year debentures tor the purpose of 
improving the roads throughout 
the Municipality. The hail insur- 
ance bylaw was carried by a major- 
ity of 75 to 45, but as debenture 
bylaws require a two-thirds majority 
to carry, this bylaw therefore stands 
defeated 

Strathmore and Namaka polled 
very strongly in favor of the two 
bylaws, but Cheadle and the district 
near the Bow River, known as 
Division No. 2, polled a big major- 
ity against both bylaws 
| The polling by divisions was as 
follows :

The defeat of the bylaw is unfor- 
tunate, as it will not allow of much 
roadwork being done this year. 
The Municipality took over $1500 
worth of debt, two-thirds of which 
is from Cheadle district, which 
voted against the bylaw, and this 
will have to be paid off this year. 
It is also probable that the taxation 
will be much higher than it would 
have been in the event of the bylaw 
passing, as there is a considerable 
amount of road work that will have 
to be done, and there are also the 
expenses incident on the formation 
of the Municipality, for which the 
sum of $3000 has been borrowed

Good Roads Not Wanted 


The above seems the conclusion 
that is to be drawn from the voting 
on Wednesday tor the improvement 
of the roads throughout the Rural 
Municipality ot Bow Valley. The 
details of the

in another issue. 
The bylaw turned down was for 
the purpose of raising $30.000, to 
be repaid in twenty equal yearly 
instalments, for the purpose of 
inproving the rvads in the Munici- 
pality. It received a majority, but 
not sufficient to enable it to carry, 
a two-thirds majority of the rate- 


payers voting being necessary.

Rural Schools 


The educational system of this 
province, so far as it applies to 
rural schools, does not appear to 
be working very satisfactorily. 
In this district, for instance, 
several of the rural schools, built 
only two or three years ago, are 
closed up, while in others teach- 
ers are ministering to a daily 
attendance of not more than three 
or four pupils. In some cases 
the trouble is said to be due to 
lack of competent teachers, in 
others it is said that the 
children do not atteed in suffici- 
ent numbers to justify the 
schools being kept open. 

With regard to the first state- 
ment, the difficulty of securing 
teachers, and keeping them, is a 
very serious one, and the only 
| way by which the supply can be 
increased is by paying higher 
wages, or by consolidation of the 
schools, which will enable larger 


classes to be handled, and thus! 


justify the payment of higher 
wages, and reduce the number of 
teaching establishments. 

The second complaint in re- 
gard to children not attending, 
seems to lie with the parents. 
There are certainly enough child- 
ren in the country to fill the 
schools, and in every rural dis- 
trict there are enough to justify 
the keeping open of the schools, 
if only the the children attended. 
It is not fair to the children that 
they should have to start out in 
the battle of life handicapped by 
lack of a good education, for as 
the lack of education is a big 
handicap in the present genera- 
tion it will undoubtedly be a big- 
ger handicap in the next. A’- 
bertans do not want to breed a 
race of semi-illiterates, There is 
supposed to be a compulsory ed- 
ucation law in Alberta, but it is 
not enforced in the rural districts, 
else there would not be schools 
closed up for lack of pupils. 
From the the ratepayers point of 
view, it must be annoying, to 
say tne least of it, to have to pay 
debenture instalments and up- 
keep charges on unused school 
buildings. 

Something should be done 
speedily to remedy the present 
situation. Either the  school- 
houses in this district should be 
open and have good attendandes 
of pupils, or else the consolidat- 
ed school system should be 
adopted. Now is the time to 
talk it over, so that when the 
school vacations are over a good 
start can be made for the forth- 
coming season. 


Political Pap 

Since the general election in 
the Province a number of weekly 
newspapers throughout tne 
province have been denied the 
advertising of various govern- 
ment institutions, snch as an- 
nouncements of sittings of Sup- 
reme Court, Steam Boilers Ins- 
pectors Examinations, and other 
announcements of interest to the 
public, of a like nature, The 
Strathmore Standard is among 
the list of those on whom the 
ban has been placed, we having 
received a curt little note recently 
from the Deputy - Attorney Gen- 
eral stating ‘*The Government 
cannot see its way to give you 
this advertising.” No reasons 
are given, but presumably the 
action was taken because of us 
not having supported the Goy- 
ernment in_ the last election. 


Asa matter of fact,during the elec- 
tion we studiously avoided dealing 
editorially with the merits of the 
last contest, and reported the 
meetings of each party as tuily as 
we possibly could. The system 
isa rotten one. If it was the 
party’s own war chest that. these 
advetisements were paid out of 
there would be very little objec- 
tion. Butitis not, The money 
tor this advertising comes out of 
the pockets of the ratespayers, and 
ratepayers of this district pay as 
big ashare of the taxes of the 
province as any cther district, 
and they are entitled to be in- 
tormed through their own news- 
paper in regard to these legal 
and other ev ents of public im- 
portance. 

The Calgary Albertan, itself a 
Liberal newspaper, deals fairly 
with the subject in a recent edit- 
oria', and we take the liberty of 
quoting its remarks in part: 

“ The High River Times and 
The Magrath Pioneer complan 
that the provincial government 
has cut off their usual advertising 
patronage since the provincial 
election, presumably  >ecause 
they supported opposition candi- 
dates in the recent elections. Of 
course, that is the fortu'e of war 
in Canadian politics and these 
papers have no cause to com- 
plain as long as conditions re- 
main as they are at the pre- 
sent time. They should com- 
plain of the system rather than of 
the government. 

There is one satisfaction that 
these papers may have and that 
is that in losing the government 
advertising th y are losing but 
little. The Alberta government 
is less liberal with the newspapers 
of Alberta, particularly with the 
weekly press, than any other 
provincial government in Cana- 
da. That is not right. The 
government shculd spend more 
money in advertising than it has 
ben doing. It places in The 
Alberta Gazette, a government 
paper without circulation, which 
is read by very few, advertising 
which should be placed in the 
different papers throughout the 
province. 

Now that we have adopied dir- 
ect legislation, the government 
should give wide publicity to all 
the acts of the legislature. How 
will the people know whether 
| they desire a referendum or not 

unless they know what legisla- 
tion the government has ~dopted? 
How will the people know unless 
they find the enactments in the 
newspapers? The = Albertan 
believes the government should 
place all acts of reasonable length 
and summaries of others in all the 
newspapers of the province, re- 
gardless of the party politics of 
the different papers. In that 
way direct legislation will be 
brought somewhat nearer.”

“I think there are very few people 
in England who have any conception 
of what Canada’s development in a 
manufacturing way amounts to, or 
wh important part it plays in our 
nats jiife. Let me give you sme 
fi (} In 1900, when the previous 
ce..3u8 was taken, the value of the 
output of Can factori.s for the 
year was $481, 

1910 when the 


00. For the year 
t census was taken 
the value had jumped to $1,162,000,000 
for the year, a percentage of increase 
which I do not believe has ever been 
equalled by any other country in the 
world in the same length of time. 
During the ten-year period from 1900 
to 1910 we added 4,652 new factories 
to those already established in Can- 
ada, or an average of 450 per year, 
or three new factories established for 
every two working days in the year. 
Canadian Employes 
The employes in our factories num- 
dered, according to the census, 511,844, 
which means that one in every four- 
teen of the entire population of Canada 
fs actually working in a factory, When 
to these you add, first those who are 
directly dependent upon those, such 
as wives, mothers and children, and 
others indirectly dependent upon 
them, such as the butcher, the baker, 
the doctor, the lawyer, or whoever 
it may be, I think you will recognize 
what aAremendous portion of the 
population are dependent upon the in- 
dustries for maintenance an? support. 
And that Industrial activity and de 
velopment owes its being almost en- 
tirely to the policy of protection 
which we have adopted. We in Can- 
ada think it is a good thing for that 
part of the empire, whatever centre 
{t may be, Toronto, Montreal or Win- 
nipeg, if it is being bullt up and de 
veloped, rather than Pittsburg, Buffa 
lo, or Chicago, and we ar. able to 
keep our people at home rather than 
send them by hundreds of thousands 
to the United States to look for in- 
@ustrial employment which we could 
not give them in Canada. It Is esti- 
mated there are 3,000,000 Canadians 
living in the United States. There 
are whole cities in New England popu 
lated by Canadians, getting employ- 
ment !n factories which they could not 
find in their own country, but, that 
condition of affairs is changed, and 
today the tide is flowing the other 
way. 
Bullt up Canada 
“Moderate protection has rendered 
possible in the last ‘ew years the 
immense industrial development which 
has checked the outflow of population 
to the United States and built up in- 
dustrial centres all over Canada. More- 
over, our tariff has made it possible 
to pay our workmen decent wages 
(which English workmen do not re 
celve under Free Trade), A pros- 
perous industrial population in turn 
means that farmers obtain remuner 
ative prices for thelr prod: ce”

Favorable weather 
for Crops 


The weather of the past few days 
has been somewhat of a change from 
that of the previous weeks’ which 
hive been marked by absense of 
water. Though nothing was suffe:- 
ing, it was felt that a ycod rainfall 
would help the late sown grain 
a'ong. On Tuesday the first break 
in the weather occurred, when there 
was a good shower north of town, 
though in the immediate vicinity of 
the town there was very little rain, 
but a smart haflshower, which clean- 
ed out some of the gardens in town. 
On Wednesday evening there was 
another shower, and on Friday 
morefhg there was a heavy rainfall 
which lasted about six hcurs, and 
gave the ground a thorough soak- 
ing. The weather is still broken 
and the prospects are for more rain. 

Crops of all kinds are making 
rapid progress. Wheat is all the 
way from three to six inches high, 
and shows a strong growth. Other 
grain crops are also doing well. 
Vegetables and garden stuffs are 

hriving, and potatoes are showing 
up. 

Many farmers have been using the 
irrgation during the past two weeks 
«specially for alfalfa and root 
crops, and are benefitting from the 
improved organi: ation of the system 
this year,

WILL CONVERT STRAW 
INTO USEFUL FUEL 


A Regina Man Claims to Hive Dis 
Covered a Process for the Manu- 
facture of Briquettes 


Professor Andrews, of Regina, bids 
fair to go down to posterity as one 
of the most practical and far-reaching 
benefactors of the Western Country. 
In Saskatchewan, Alberta and Manil- 
toba millions of dollars’ worth of 
straw is annually burned out of the 
way, in the same manner, and for 
the same reason that in the pioneer 
days of the eastern provinces mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of magnificent 
timber were destroyed for want of 
a market. 

If Professor Andrews’ invention for 
turning this straw into little fuel 
briquettes proves to be what he claims 
it je, a problem which has vexed the 
soul of the Western farmer for many 
years has been satisfactorily solved; 
and waste has been turned into value 
in the most remarkably beneficial man- 
ner. 

The first briquette, Professor An- 
drews has producd, is very small— 
not much bigger than a crown plece. 
It is black, and as far as appearance 
goes might be made out of coal dust. 
The farmer if he has power on his 
farm can make the briquettes himself. 
He can drive his threshing machine, 
and make briquettes at the same time. 

The Doctor claims that the cost is 
small, and that the equivalent of eighty 
tons of anthracite, or 160 tons of Sas- 
katchewan lignite coal, can be obtained 
from an average crop of straw grown 
on a half section of 320 acres. Ten 
tons of this would warm the farmer's 
house, but he would be saved the 
trouble and expense of hauling it from 
town. The surplus of the briquettes 
would be available for sale in the towns 
which also would get cheap fuel in- 
stead of dear fuel as at present. 

If Professor Andrews’ briquette is 
what he caims for it, he has added 
millions annually to the wealth of the 
prairie country; and, as patents go in 
this commercial age, he should inel- 
dentally make a few millions for him- 
self, for he will have done one of the 
biggest things and solved one of the 
knottiest of problems.
